HOMESTEAD LAW.

On Clause 1, providing that a homestead 
of the value of $5000 be exempt from exe- 
cution, 

Mr, Franklin moved that the clause be 
tponed. He thought the sum too large. 
Dr Helaicken suggested that the sum be 
$2000. 

Mr, DeGosmos looked on the sum of $5000 
as the best feature of the bill. If we wanted 
to keep people in the country we must pass 
laws as advantageous in this respect as the 
neighboring countries. In Wasbingtoa Tere 
ritory, in Oregon, in California, there waa a 
homestead law of $5000. Unless we offered 
similar advantages to these in this country, 
people would leave it for these growig 
States, where-they-coald_safely invest their 
means for their wives and families, and pro- 
vide them against misfortune or want. 

Dr. Helmcken looked on the proposed 
scheme as. a swindle, but a9. the House had 
agreed to the principle of the bill he would 
only move that the sum be $2,500. 

Mr. DeCosmos would rather see the bill 
thrown out altogether than the amount cut 
down to $2,500. 

The clause making the value of the ex~ 
emption $5,000 was carried by the casting 
vote of the chairman, Mr. Dennes. 

The following clauses exempting goods 
and chattels from seizure, or sale at law, or 
ia bankruptcy, were passed, Dr. Dickson ob« 
jecting because a person could run into debt 
and repudiate his liabilities, aud Mr. Frank- 
lin stating that it would limit credit, and 
thus interfere with parties giving aid to poor 


persons.

5. The tent and furniture, including'a table, 
camp stools and bed, and bedding of a miner, 
also his rocker, shovels, spades, wheel 
barrows, pumps, and other instruments used 
in mining, with provisions necessary for one 
month. 
6. Two oxen, or two horses, or two mules 
and their harness, and one cart or wagon, by 
the use of which a carter, teameter, or other 
laborer habitually earns hie living, and food 
for such oxen, horses or mules, for one 
month, and a horse, harness and vehiele used 
by a physician or surgeon, in making his 
professional visits.
